Prior to the conference, all the 
candidates were interviewed on the 
evening of March 22nd by members 
of the Executive Council together 
with delegates of other important 
representative Councils of the AFL. 
This cemmittee, nearly 50 in num- 
ber, convened at 7:00 p. m. and con- 
tinued its work until some time 
after 1:00 a. m. After hearing can- 
didates and questioning them in re- 
gard to matters of direct interest 
to labor, the interviewing commit- 
tee made the recommendations, 
which were concurred in on the fol- 
fowmg day by the nivre’ that 206 
delegates who were present. 

After considerable discussion, the 
Executive Council, the governing 
body of the Federation between

BARKLEY DEFENDS 
65c WAGE BILL 


WASHINGTON. -- With the 65c 
minimum wage bill seriously 
threatened by the coalition of 
southern Democrats and reaction- 
ary Republicans, Senator Alben W. 
Barkley (D, Ky.), took the floor 
March 22 to lend his support, as 
majority leader to the measure, 


Barkley said the 65c minimum 
was necessary for some 2% million 
workers in the lower income brack- 
ets. Senator Robert A. Taft (R, O.) 
argued that if the people now get- 
ting 40c an hour were raised to 65c, 
their increase in terms of percent- 
ages would be larger than those of 
industrial workers through collec- 
tive bargaining.

NEW OPEN SHOP 
PETITION TITLED 


SAN FRANCISCO. — “Veterans’ 
Employment” is the title which has 
just been issued to the Society of 
World War II for an initiative peti- 
tion which would exempt veterans 
from union membership. A total of 
178,764 signatures must be obtained 
by the petition’s sponsors in order 
to qualify it for a place on the No- 
vember election ballot. 


This organization, which pretends 
to speak for veterans, is apparently 
being supported by the same people 
who were responsible for Proposi- 
tion No. 12, the infamously mis- 
represented “Right of Employment” 
initiative which was soundly de- 
feated at the polls in 1944. 

The petition, now being circulated 
for signatures, definitely aims to 
reestablish the open shop in Cali- 
fornia and to exploit the term “vet- 
erans” as a means of accomplishing 
this nefarious end. Its language is 
crystal-clear: “Every person who 
has served in the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, or Coast Guard of the 
United States in time of war and 
has received an honorable dis- 
charge therefrom, has the right to 
work and te seek, obtain and hold 
employment without interference 
with, or impairment or abridgement 
of said right because he or she does 
or does not belong to or pay money 
to a labor organization.” 

In spite of the fact that the en- 
tire status of the veterans is being 
taken care of by legislation already 
enacted and other measures that 
are pending, this proposed initia- 
tive deliberately attempts to under- 
mine the trade unions by giving the 
totally false impression that there 
is conflict between the interests of 
the veterans and the labor move- 
ment. 

The Federation calls upon all of 
its affiliates not to sign any of these 
petitions and to notify their mem- 
bership accordingly. Should this 


measure qualify, the labor move 
ment will once again be faced with 
the same kind of fight it had to

The week of April 7th to 14th is 
dedicated to the “Know Your Pub- 
‘lic Health Nurse Week” by the Ala- 
meda County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association, according to R. 
L. Head, executive secretary of the 
association, who states that free 
Chest x-rays are being offered the 
public during this week. 

Portable x-ray equipment will be 
installed on Alice street, between 
13th and 14th streets, (opposite the 
Oakland Regional Hospital) Mon- 
|day, April 8th, through Saturday, 
| April 18th. Monday through Friday 
| the machine will be in operation be- 
tween 10 and 12 a. m.; 1:00 to 6:00 
and 7:00 to 9:00 p. m. Saturday x. 
rays will be available from 9:00 to 
12:00 a. m, 

In his appeal to the Central La- 
bor Council to aid in this health 
program, R. L. Head pointed out 
that tuberculosis is still a serious 
menace. In the year 1944 over 55,- 
000 lives were lost to this disease, 
It is estimated that half a million 
people in the United States today 
have tuberculosis and don’t know it. 

Mass x-ray programs is the most 
effective means of aiding these in- 
dividuals to take care of this dis- 
ease before it is too late. 

No appointment is necessary to 
take advantage of this free Chest 
x-ray and the A. F. of L. member- 
ship is asked to direct as many 
{people as possible to the machine 
during this week. 

The phrase “Get a Chest x-ray” 
should become as firmly implanted 
on the public mind as the slogan 
“See Your Dentist Twice a Year.”

ECCLES, BARUCH HIT 
NAM POSITION ON OPA 


WASHINGTON. — Two financial 
experts from the most conservative 
side of the American business scene 
took issue March 25th with the as- 
sertions of the National Association 
of Manufacturers that OPA must be 
killed outright to save private in- 
dustry. 

The first was Elder Statesman 
Bernard M. Baruch, who told the 
House banking committee that the 
“NAM really doesn’t know what it 
is asking for.” Baruch declared 
that unless OPA is extended “pretty 
quick, we’re all going to fall down 
on our faces,” 

Next came Chairman Marriner E. 


who blasted the “reasoning and 
arithmetic” whereby the NAM came 
to its “astonishing conclusion” that 
OPA must go. He reported that 
Savings accounts of individuals 
were off 10 per cent from 1945 “and 
may decline still further in the 
course of the year. This tendency 
should not be accelerated by raising 
expectations that those who do not 
buy now will have to pay higher 
prices later on. Such a develop- 
ment would be invited by weaken- 
ing of OPA controls.”

As dark clouds gathered last 
week on the international horizon, 
the sun finally began to shine on 
the domestic scene. Almost simul- 
taneously in Detroit and New York, 
settlement of the General Motors 
and Gereral BHlectric strikes was 
announced, and it seemed only a 
matter of days before the dispute 
at Westinghouse would be over. 
News of the settlement of the GM 
strike was especially welcome. Be- 
gun on November 21, this stoppage 
was one of the most costly in the 
history of American industry. Re- 
liable estimates place the loss to 
workers in wages at more than $130 
million, and the loss to the com- 
pany in unfilled orders at approxi- 
mately $600 million. Seldom has a 
strike aroused such public interest, 
and it is likely that the issues on 
which negotiations foundered will 
be debated for years to come. The 
terms of the settlement call for an 
increase in straight hourly wage 
rates of 18% cents an hour, one 
cent below the figure recommended 
on January 10 by President Tru- 
man’s fact-finding board. Other 
economic gains, however, notably 
provisions for improved vacation 
pay and correction of inequities in 
wage rates, bring the total average 
hourly increase somewhat above 
192 cents an hour. As recommend- 
ed by the fact-finding board, the 
old. contract was reinstated, but 
several features added which make 
it more favorable to the union. Al- 
though it will not be possible for 
some time yet to estimate all the 
effects of this strike on labor-man- 
agement relations, it seems clear 
that the chief credit for whatever 
gains American workers have made 
during the reconversion period 


; Should go to the GM strikers, 


Furthermore, in associa ting 
wages with prices the President of 
the United Auto Workers has chart- 
ed a course in collective bargaining 
which places a new and welcome 
emphasis on the social responsibili- 
ties of both labor and management. 
In reviewing the long story of the 
strike, one can only wonder why 
GM did not settle last January 10 
on the basis of the fact-finding 
board’s recommendations. If any- 
thing, the Present settlement is less 
favorable to the Company than 
were the board’s proposals. If this 
is industrial statesmanship the 
country can get along with less 
of it. 


AFL and ClO Oppose Cut 
In Immigration Quotas 


WASHINGTON. — The Gossett 
bill cutting immigration into the 
U. S. by 50% was assailed before 
the House immigation committee 
March 20 by Leo Goodman of the 
CIO legislative committee. Earlier 
the bill had been denounced by 
AFL Legislative Rep. Lewis G. 
Hines. 

Hines said: “The AFL feels that 
we should maintain our present im- 
migration quotas as an indication 
to the world that we intend to re- 
main an active participant in world 
affairs. To do otherwise, and espe- 
cially to reduce our immigration 
quotas, would indicate that we are 
not willing to accept the responsi- 
bility of leadership.”

Pay Cuts, Board Told 


CHICAGO.—The fairy tale that 
railroad workers are well paid was 
exploded by Henry P. Melnikow, 
consulting economist to the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men (both unaffiliated), in testi- 


mony before the government com- 
mittee investigating demands of 
the two uions for a $2.50 daily pay 
boost and 45 changes in working 
rules, 

The railroad workers, who ranked 
third among the industries in aver- 
age hourly earnings in 1936, have 
fallen to 20th place, the economist 
told the panel. Melnikow added 
that railroad employes have had 
fewer increases than workers of 
any other manufacturing or non- 
manufacturing industry which has

Barry Seeks Data On 
Low-Cost Veteran Homes 


WASHINGTON. — The House 
banking committee approved March 
20 a resolution introduced by Rep. 
William B, Barry (D, N. Y.) calling 
for an investigation into prefabri- 
cated and other types of unassem- 
bled housing. 


Barry said he wanted to find a 
type of home “at a price low 
enough for the great majority of 
veterans, who cannot afford exist- 
ing homes or the new ones being 
built.

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MACHINISTS AT 
CATERPILLAR GET 
PAY HIKE 


The Tenth Regional Wage Stabil- | 
ization Board today announced ap- | 


proval, for pricing purposes, of pro- 
posed wage increases for 713 ma- 
chinists at the Caterpillar Tractor 
Co., San Leandro, California. 

Most of the proposed increases 
were approved as being in line with 
the industry and area pattern estab- 
lished prior to February 14 by iden- 
tical contracts signed by a large 
number of metal shops in the East 
Bay and covering between 8,000 and 
10,000 machinists. 

Rates which did not fall within 
this general pattern were found ap- 
provable for pricing purposes by the 
Board to correct gross inequities be- 
tween related jobs. 

The Board’s action was unanim- 
ous with the exception of a dissent 
by industry members on approval, 
for pricing purposes, of a $1.85 per 
hour rate for 10 tool and die 
makers. 

The case was the first major one 
to be decided by the Regional WSB 
under the new national wage price 
policy established by the President 
on February 14 and the subsequent 
regulations of March 11. 

The proposed rates were agreed 
upon by the company and the Inte: 
national Association of Machinists 
Local 284, District Lodge 115 March 
7 as the result of negotiations fol 
lowing a strike last January. The 
effect of the Board's approval is to 
give the company the right to use 
the increases as a basis for request 
ing price relief.

who knows that he, too, can be taken in. This knowledge, as 
a matter of fact, can be an invaluable protection in life; for not 
all hoaxes are harmless. 

If the Germans, for instance, had not fallen for the ‘master 
race” hoax, World War II might still be just a figment of H. G. 
Wells’ imagination. As it is, of course, they were hoodwinked 
by Hitler's crafty talk, setting up the Nazis as superior people 
entitled to rule the whole world. Once taken in by this fraud, 
they swallowed the soothing syrup that all Germany's troubles 
were the fault of various minorities—Jews, Catholics, Masons, 
labor leaders, liberals. Pretty soon, millions of Germans were 
busy trampling on their next-door neighbors and then goose- 
stepping across the border to trample on other countries. 

The Germans were not the only one duped by Hitler. De- 
ception was his favorite weapon, and before his career ended 
many more nations landed in his trap.

CASE BILL SUBSTITUTE 
REPORTED OUT IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON. — A bill setting 
up a five man mediation board to 
help settle labor disputes was re- 
ported out by the Senate labor com- 
mittee March 20 as a substitute for 
the Case anti-labor measure passed 
by the House. 

The new bill is not expected to 
reach the floor until after the pend- 
ing measure on housing, the British 
loan and OPA extension have been 
acted upon. 

By a 5 to 4 vote, the committee 
included an amendment by Sen. 
George D. Aiken (R, Vt.) designed 
to prohibit violence or threat of 
violence by persons preventing the 
transportation or delivery of per- 
ishable farm products by a farmer 
to market or processing plants. 

Aiken’s amendment appeared to 
be directed at situations such as the 
California cannery dispute in which 
AFL teamsters are blockading 
farmers from packing plants in a 
| dispute with a CIO union. 

Voting for the Aiken amendment 
were Chairman James E. Murray 
(M, Mont.), Aiken, Sens. Joseph 
Guffey (D, Pa.), Allen Ellender (D, 
La.), and Wayne Morse (R, Ore.). 
| Opposed were Senators Robert La- 
Follette (Pro, Wis.), Robert A. Taft 
(R, O.), Joseph Ball (R, Minn.) and 
H. Alexander Smith (R, N. J.). 

Taft said he opposed the amend- 
ment “because it aided only one 
class—-the farmers—when everyone 
else needs to be protected against 
violence.” 

In quick order the committee 
voted down an amendment by Taft,

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WELFARE COMMISSION SCHEDULES HEARING ON 
Let Congress Kmow [MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES WAGE ORDER 


Organized labor is letting its representatives in Congress know it is 
watching their vote on the following legislation: 


The Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion will hold a hearing in the State 
Building in Los Angeles at 10 a. m. 
on April 5, 1946, for the purpose of 
revising, amending or rescinding 
the Minimum Wage Order for 
manufacturing industries. Accord- 
ing to a ruling made by the Attor- 
ney General of the State, the Com- 
mission is not required to set up a 
wage board for this purpose. It is 
therefore eliminating the step of 
the wage board and will hear all 
arguments itself. 

In addition to revising the provi- 
sions affecting wages, hours and 
other working conditions, the Com- 
mission will incorporate into the 
manufacturing order the provisions 
of the present sanitary order, since 
the Attorney General has ruled that 
the sanitary regulations must be 
incorporated into the various indus- 
trial orders rather than be set up 
as a separate order. 

In order to present to the Com- 
mission a uniform program of AFL 
unions, the Federation held a con- 
ference in San Francisco on March 
15th, and will hold a similar one in 
the Los Angeles Labor Temple at 
10 a. m. on April 4th. All unions

— Another crisis 
over wage and price stabilization 
seems bound up in any settlement 
of the current dispute between the 
bituminous coal operators and the 
United Mine Workers (AFL). 

As in the previous situation, 
Chester Bowles is on the spot. He 
threatened to resign over the wran- 
gle he had with Reconversion Di- 
rector John Snyder and remained 
on as economic stabilizer only after 
he won a few concessions. 

In the new crisis, Bowles is sure 
to leave the administration if the 


| coal settlement means breaking the 


newly set wage-price stabilization 
formula. He would publicly deny 
any such plan, but it can be said 
with an unusual degree of safety 
that Bowles will take a walk if the 
settlement involves over an 18.5¢ 
an hour increase. 

There is nothing in this attitude 
opposed to labor or to the UMW. 
It comes from a studied conviction 
that if the federal stabilization pro- 
gram is to mean anything, it must 
apply to everybody.

The OPA theory now is that hold- 
ing the line against inflation is the 
key to America’s future... that if 
it is broken the country will drop 
into another crackup such as it had 
in 1929—and that the dream of full 
employment, high production and 
good wages and profits will just 
fade out.

HOUSE GROUP 
LINES UP FOR 
65c WAGE PASSAGE 


WASHINGTON.—House support- 
ers of the Pepper-Hook 65c mini- 
mum wage bill led by co-author 
Representative Frank Hook (D, 
Mich.) moved into action March 
25th with the formation of a House 
Minimum Wage committee pledged 
to fight for its passage. 


The bill, an amendment to the 
wage-hour act, provides an increase 
from 40c to 65c in the minimum 
wage for industries engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, with the stan- 
dard going up to 7c after two 
years and to 75c after four. It also 
increases by several million the 
number of workers covered by the 
act. 


The recently formed House com- 
mittee stated: “We intend to fight 
for passage of the Pepper-Hook 
minimum wage bill with all our en- 
ergy and with every means at our 
disposal. Our determination on this 
is based on the conviction that a 
decent level of wages for an ever- 
increasing number of American 
workers is the only sound basis of 
a healthy national economy. The 
law as it now stands legalizes what 
is in reality a substandard wage 
and gives no protection at all to 
millions of underprivileged work- 
ers.” 

The group consists of‘ Represen- 
tative Hook, chairman ex-officio; 
George E. Outland (D, Cal.) chair- 
man; Homer A. Ramey (R, O.) co- 
chairman; Andrew J. Biemiller (D, 
Wis.) secretary; Homer D. Angell 
(R, Ore.); James P. Geelan (D, 
Conn.); Walter K. Granger (D, 
Utah) ; Augustine B. Kelley (D, Pa); 
Arthur Klein (D, N. Y.); Melvin 
Price (D, Ill.); and Charles Savage 
(D, Wash.), all serving as an exec- 
utive committee, and 32 other 
House members. An increase in the 
group’s membership is expected 
shortly. 

Obliquely pointing to the course 
the bill has taken in the Senate, the 
committee statement said: “We 
propose to bring the fight for this 
important legislation before the 
people of the country. We do not 
intend that the real need for im- 
proved minimum wage legislation 
be obscured and camouflaged be- 
fore the public by opponents of the 
bill.

NAMRALLIES | 
INDUSTRY TO FIGHT 
PRICE CONTROL 


NEW YORK—tThe National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers is hold- 
ing a series of local meetings with 
industrialists throughout the nation 
to whip up enthusiasm for its drive 
against price control. 

First meeting was held March 14 
in Richmond, Va., attended by more 
than 200 Virginia manufacturers. 
Co-sponsoring the meeting with the 
NAM were the Virginia Manufac- 
turers Association, Shenandoah Val- 
ley Association and Central Virginia 
Industries Inc. 

According to the NAM News, 
NAM Board Chairman Ira Mosher 
told the meeting that the sole road 
to prosperity is to eliminate price 
control, strikes and deficit spending. 
The manufacturers heard the fa- 
miliar complaint from Harold Flem- 
ing, business analyst, that OPA is 
stacked with people “with no busi- 
ness experience and hostile to busi- 
ness wellbeing and indifferent to 
business failure.” 

Pep talk was delivered by NAM 
Vice President Walter B. Weisen- 
burger, who outlined a program of 
action for exerting anti-price con- 
trol pressure on the local and con- 
gressional level. The same perform- 
ance was repeated the following 
night by NAM leaders at a meeting 
with manufacturers in Winston- 
Salem, N. C. 

The series of meetings were latest 
indications of NAM’s mammoth ef- 
fort to force Congress to put OPA 
out of business. In addition to its 
national advertising campaign 
against price control, testimony of 
NAM offiicals before House com- 
mittees and the local meetings with 
industry, NAM is sending all its 
leading spokesmen to address busi- 
ness and civic clubs on the subject 
and winning big chunks of news- 
paper space,
